tracted during liis 
serv ice in the 
Civ il war. 
About three y ears ago, 
Mr. and Mrs. Nash mov ed to this 
city and since that time hav e formed 
a large circle o f friends. 
Mr. Nash was one o f the trustees 
o f the Epileptic Village at New Cas- 
rte and took an activ e interest in 
building up the new institution. 
He 
had charge o f the farm 
connected 
with the Village and his 
asso ciate 
trustees looked to him as a v alued 
adv iso r. 
Although a Democrat he 
was appointed by Gov ernor Hanly . 
He was the y o ungest o f a family o f 
-sev en children, being born August 17 , 
18 4 6 . dy ing at the age o f 6 3 y ears 
and 7 day s. 
One sister, Mrs. Sarah 
Pratt o f Sharpsv ille, died during the 
last y ear. 
Those liv ing 
are Mrs. 
Eliza Ellio tt o f Connersv ille; 
Mrs. 
J ane Turner, o f Sharpsv ille, the eld­ 
est; Win. Nash and Thomas Nash o f 
Tipto n; 
and Van Nash o f Chicago. 
A half-bro ther, Robert 
Nash, 
died 
abo ut eight y ears ago. 
Mr. Nash was born and reared in 
Fay ette co unty and was married to 
Miss J essie Hall, 
also o f 
Fay ette 
co unty in 18 7 2. 
To this union were 
l>orn two children, Homer Nash, and 
Norah Nash Cav itt. 
One 
grand- 
daughter, Naomi Nash, his wife and 
two children surv iv e him. 
When the war broke out Mr. Nash 
was too y oung to get into the ranks 
to fight fo r his country , but during 
the last y ear o f the war he was a c­ 
cepted in Company D. One hundred 
and thirty -ninth 
Indiana 
Infantry , 
and did splendid sendee in sev eral 
important engagements. 
He was a l­ 
way s bright and cheerful with an 
-encouraging word 
fo r ev ery one 
he 
met. Ev en near the end he comforted 
his lov ed o nes with cheerful words 
.and good adv ice. 
The funeral serv ices will be co n­ 
ducted from the late residence on 
Thursday afterno o n at two o'clock 
by Rev .

D Pittsburg, Aug. 24.—Despite the ef­ 
forts of mobs to scare off the imported 
workingmen, the plant of the Pressed 
SteePC ar company in SchoCnv ille is 
still in operation. 
The death list resulting from Sunday 
night’s rioting was swelled last night 
when Mike Desoski, cne of the strik­ 
ing men, liv ing in McKee’s Rocks, died 
at 
Mercy 
hospital 
from 
gunshot 
wounds. 
This brings the death list 
up to sev en. 
All of the seriously 
wounded are showing slight improv e­ 
ment. 
The strikers seem to realize for the 
first time that their jobs are no more 
and that the company can do without 
them. 
Forty state police are on their 
way here to augment the company of 
mounted constabulary now on duty at 
the plant. 
Since Sunday night’s car­ 
nage these cav alry men hav e ev inced 
a desire to strike fear in the hearts of 
the men who took their comrades’ 
liv es. 
The strikers realize that the 
mounted troopers are more than a 
match for them.

bush, lives to tell the story. 
W itt Ha rris, a neighboring fa rmer, 
fifty-six yea rs old. is in ja il cha rged 
with shooting with intent to kill. La n­ 
ca ster is one of the most popula r a nd 
esteemed ga rdeners in the vicinity of 
Richmcnd. a nd is a ma n of wea lth. 
His fa rm is one mile north of the city. 
La nca ster ha d been to Richmond 
a nd ha d driven home la te a t night. As 
he rea ched his ga te out of the da rk­ 
ness ca me the’ voice o f a ma n Who 
comma nded La nca ster to ha lt. 
“ We 
might a s well setile this whole ma tter 
here,” sa id the ma n in the da rkness. 
With these wo rds as a prelimina ry, he 
bega n firing, five shots foil wing one 
a nother in 
quick 
succession. 
The 
would-be assassin then disa ppea red in 
the da rkness. Lancaster told his men 
tha t he ha d been fired on by W itt Ha r­ 
ris. 
He ha d reco gnized Ha rris’s voice, 
though he could 
no t see the ma n. 
Physicia ns

found tha t La nca ster ha d not been 
da ngerously wounded, though there is 
da nger of blood poisoning. 
The first 
shot took effect in his left ha nd. 
The 
second a nd third shots struck his right 
ha nd. The fourth shot struck the side 
of his hea d, ma king a flesh wound 
a long the right temple close to the 
eye, a nd the la st shot struck him in 
the a bdomen, but wa s deflected, a nd 
a fter ma king a n ugly wound, though 
not a deep one. pa ssed out of the body 
a n inch or so from the point it en­ 
tered. 
Ha rris wa s a rrested a n hour a fter 
the shotting, a t his home, a short dis­ 
ta nce from the La nca ster fa rm. 
He 
ma de no resista nce, but wa s defia nt in 
his a ttitude a nd declined to discuss 
the a ffa ir. In a sta tem ent to the pros­ 
ecuting a ttorney following the shoot­ 
ing, La nca ster sa id he ha d never ha d 
serious difficulty with Ha rris. 
Ha rris, 
who is fifty-six yea rs old, wa s ma rried 
a few weeks a go to Ja ne Kerlin, a ged 
seventy six yea rs. 
He ha d been em ­ 
ployed on the Kerlin fa rm for severa l 
yea rs.
